With fall just around the corner, I am reminded that it's time to start another RCIA class. RCIA, 
or the Rite of Christian Initiation for Adults, is an opportimity to explore and learn about the Catholic 
faith. It is designed for those who have never been baptized into the Christian faith and who seek to 
become members through the Sacraments of Baptism, Confirmation and Eucharist. It is also for those 
who are already baptized, but who express an interest toward full membership in the Catholic Church 
through the reception of the Sacraments of Confirmation and Eucharist. 

We are blessed with a wonderful RCIA program here in our parish. Classes begin each fall and 
culminate with the reception of the Sacraments of Baptism, Confirmation, and Eucharist on the holiest 
night of the year, Easter Vigil. The RCIA process includes several stages marked by study, prayer, and 
some special rites that will be conducted during Mass throughout the months. This process follows the 
ancient practice of the Church, which was restored by the Second Vatican Council as the way adults 
prepare for Baptism. 

Who might consider participating in RCIA? 

• Anyone who has felt the stirring of the Holy Spirit pointing them in the direction of the Catholic 
Church. 

• Those who have never been baptized and are wondering what the Catholic Church is all about. 

• Those who were baptized in another Christian faith tradition and now wish to receive the 
Sacraments of Eucharist and Confirmation. 

• Adults who have been baptized in the Catholic faith but never confirmed. 

• Couples who wish to be married in the Catholic Church, and perhaps one is Catholic and the 
other is not and wishes to convert. Or couples already married in the church but one is Catholic 
and the other is not and now wishes to be in full commimion with the church. 

The first RCIA inquiry meeting will be held Sunday, September 21, at 8:30 am, downstairs in the St.
